New Requirements for 
Checking Trunks 

The valuation of trunks carried 
as baggage on passenger trains 
roust hereafter be declared under 
a new joint tarif that became ef- 
fective Ian* week on most railroads 
For trun ks whose valuation is 
more than J|lloo, a rate of ten cents 
per $100 will be charged in excess 
of the frat $100.
